SUICIDE-A-FELONY LAW DIES 


Off New York Statute Books After 
Twenty Years—Two Convie- 
tions in That Time. 
New..York.—The ‘state law making 
attempted “suicide a felony has’ ex 
pired ufter it had been on the statute 
books for more than twenty years and 

.Tesulted in but two convictions, 

The law provides a penalty of not’ 
more than two year’s imprisonment 
and a fine not exceeding $1,000 for 
violators, but 1s sald by those who 
succeeded in obtaining its repeal to 
have been no deterrent to those who 
wished to hurry out.of the world. 

Police officials are said to have 
favored the repeal on the groutd that 
convictions were almost impossible to 
secure, while often it was, necessary 
to detail a policeman to a hospital 
for weeks to guard would-be suicide
